IO Kiddies Die 
As Train Rams 
'School Bus 


Driver And Engineer 
Are Arrested After

DENVER LR — The atoms-for- 
peace conference in Geneva “enor­

such meeting, Lewis L. Strauss, 
chairman of the 
Atomic Energy 
Commission, said yesterday. 
Strauss, in Denver to report to 
the President of the just-concluded 
meeting, told Eisenhower that out 
of the conference came indications 
“that the United States is clearly 
ahead” of Russia in development 
of atomic power for peaceful use. 
The AEC chairman, who headed 
the U. S. delegation at the meet­ 
ing of scientists from 67 nations, 
observed that the most important 
development of 
the 
meeting 
is 
that it was determined that “it is 
possible for scientists to communi­ 
cate regarding the peaceful as­ 
pects of atomic 
energy 
without 
violating security” as far as atom­ 
ic weapons are concerned. 
However, he emphasized, there 
was no discussion of nuclear wea­ 
pons at the sessions. 
“The Geneva 
conference 
has 
solidly lined up scientists of the 
world behind the President’s peace 
program,” Strauss said. 
Strauss, who flew from Switzer­ 
land to report to Eisenhower, was 
high in his praise of the Russian 
scientists.

The electric had a 45 year span 
with the express company. Thou­ 
sands of them , with their solid 
rubber tires, once moved through 
the streets of 30 or more cities. In 
their heydey 166 operated in Chi­ 
cago, 174 in Philadelphia. Finally 
only New Y orkers saw them —and 
m ercifully didn’t hear them. 
In World W ar II the electrics re ­ 
turned for a last fling of glory. 
They glided along, thiTmbing their 
C loses at the gasoline shortage and 
unadorned with ration stickers on 
their windshields. For a while in 
the postwar era the company still 
found them economical. 
A 
company 
spokesman 
says: 
“They are practical now only in 
certain conditions, like New Y ork’s 
concentrated g a r m e n t district, 
where they can do a whole d ay ’s 
work in a sm all area, with stops 
m ainly for loading, with the b at­ 
t e r i e s turned 
off. 
“ But for long hauls around to­ 
d ay ’s sprawling cities they’re un­ 
economical. They can’t make fast 
getaw ays from traffic jam s. The 
constant starting and idling runs 
their batteries down too fast. B at­

The exchange visitors — Russian 
farmers in this country and Amer­ 
icans in Russia — have just fin­ 
ished trips which probably would 
have been impossible so long as 
Stalin lived. 
The Iron Curtain he pulled down 
against foreign travel in Russia 
had its basis in his character and 
his ideology, inluding perhaps a 
pathological self-consciousness and 
inferiority. 
A fear that the progress made 
by communism under him would 
appear shabby and retarded to 
Westerners who examined it first 
hand might well explain some of 
the isolation he forced on Russia. 
The worse it looked, the worse he 
looked. 
switched to a more peaceful line 
switched to a morepeaceful line 
than Stalin’s, some wishful think­ 
ers in this country put the usual 
extremist interpretation on their 
moves. 
The Russians had to have peace, 
they said, because their agricul­ 
ture was near collapse. 
It would have been less wish­ 
ful, and less dramatic, to guess 
that the switch was only a change 
in tactics or that perhaps the 
Russians decided peace was really 
better than the annihilation they 
faced if w ar broke out. 
As if in proof that they didn’t

American farm delegation visit the 
country and see the situation first 
hand. 
Nothing that delegation has said 
so far indicates 
an 
impending 
Russian farm 
disaster.

PLANNING AHEAD 
AS BUSINESS activity continues at the 
highest peacetime level in history, Amer­ 
ican industry is expanding its planning 
and expansion activities to meet still high­ 
er demands for goods expected to appear in 
future years. And industry is banking heav­ 
ily on new products and new designs to 
keep the expanding economy booming. 
Farsightedness in designing new prod­ 
ucts and planning for production several 
years in advance has long been character­ 
istic of American business and in creating 
the present high standard of living. Re­ 
gardless of how good a product currently 
being turned out is, industrial genius is able 
to come up with improvements that con­ 
tinue to create desire to own the new prod­ 
uct. 
How industry plans in advance as a mat­ 
ter of course was revealed in New York by 
James C. Zeder, vice president of the 
Chrysler Corporation, when he said h i s 
company has completed styling for 1957 
model automobiles, and parts for these 
cars are already being made. Production 
models for 1959 are now being designed, he 
said. • 
Other large automobile manufacturers 
are, of course, similarly engaged. Before a 
new automobile model is introduced to the 
public, plans for the following year’s line 
have usually been c o m p l e t e d . Many 
months are required to plan full-scale pro­ 
duction. 
It must be frustrating, though, to be an 
automobile designer and acquire a current 
model after havir\g seen what cars two or 
three years hence will look like. 


U NIM PRESSED 
THE WEST was little impressed by Rus­ 
sia’s announcement of plans to cut back its 
armed strength by 640,000 men. The reduc­ 
tion, if effected, will leave Russia with 6 
million men under arms, compared to this 
country’s 3 million. 
In the realm of propaganda it has been 
difficult for the West to gauge how much 
of the friendlier Soviet attitude is revealed 
to the Russian and satellite populations. 
News from the West is receiving somewhat 
more objective treatment in the govern­ 
ment-controlled press in Russia, but So­ 
viet readers may be too inured to sudden j 
switches in the communist propaganda line 
to be greatly impressed. Much of the cur­ 
rent maneuvering is probably lost on the 
mass of the Russian people. 
Demobilization could have a more no-! 
ticeable impact upon the populace of Rus­ 
sia. Return of a neighbor or relative from 
the service is a personal experience, ex­ 
acting a decisive response from family 
and community. 
Thus, while the slight reduction in mobi­ 
lized military manpower, if effected, will 
no doubt be based on realization that in 
the atomic age massed armed strength is 
less potent, Russian and satellite peoples 
may regard the move as proof of the Krem­ 
lin’s peaceful intentions.

Miss Jean Muir the actress who tried 
to clear herself of criticism" by appearing 
before the House Committee on Un-Ameri­ 
can Activities, made this statement: 
. .When the Spanish Republic was 
elected and then Franco attempted to ov­ 
erthrow it, it seemed to be an abrogation 
of the rights of free people to vote for the 
head of a government which they want­ 
ed. Of course, after the Communists took 
over the Loyalist Party, I became less and 
less involved in it. The one thing I can 
remember doing definitely was at an auc­ 
tion at which I auctioned off a picture. . . 
Because of the confusion about the picture 
business previously discussed, and the Ar­ 
tists’ Front to Win the War, it is possible 
this really was the organization at which 
the picture was made with Rockwell Kent.” 
Now, I never got excited about Miss 
Muir, not knowing her and never having 
seen or heard her. But I would like to 
know when ‘‘The Spanish Republic was 
elected;” what kind of an election was it? 
Such matters can be looked up in a book. 
Miss Muir got all excited about the Spanish 
Republic but what about Finland or Poland 
or South Korea? Why would one become 
more excited about the Spanish Republic 
than about any other? 
So let’s look at the facts: 
On April 14, 1931, King Alfonso of Spain 
left his country and throne, without abdi­ 
cating and Alcala Zamora set up a gov­ 
ernment with himself as President. There 
was no election. However, on June 28, 
there was an election and the Republican- 
Socialist coalition won by a huge majority. 
A new constitution was adopted, after the 
election, providing among other things tar 
universal sufferage. On December IO, Za­ 
mora was elected President under the 
terms of the new constitution. 
On August IO, 1932, a conservative re­ 
volt led by General Jose Sanjurjo occurred 
and was suppressed. On September 25, Ca­ 
talonia became autonomous. On January 
8, 1933, the Syndicalists and Anarchists of 
Barcelona revolted which indicated that 
the lower classes were as dissatisfied as 
the upper classes. On November 19, 1933, 
an election was held which gave the 
Right parties 44 per cent and the Left par­ 
ties only 21 percent. 
Coalition Ministries, following this elec­ 
tion, could not stand. On October 4, 1934, 
the 
Catholic 
“Popular 
Action 
Party” 
joined the Cabinet of Premier Alejandro 
Lerroux. The next day, the Left parties 
called a general strike. 
On February 16, 1936, new elections were 
held and a Popular Front of Republicans, 
Socialists, Syndicalists and Communists 
won a decisive victory. Manuel Azana 
formed a Cabinet; decided without legality 
to remove President Zamora, which was 
done on April IO, 1936. On July 18, the Span­ 
ish Civil War broke out when the army 
chiefs in Spanish Morocco rebelled. This 
revolt, led by General Francisco Franco 
and General Emilio Mola, spread throu­ 
ghout the country. 
Italian and German “volunteers” joined 
the insurgents; Russia supplied the Com­ 
munist-controlled government. On October 
I, 1936, General Franco assumed the po­ 
sition of Chief of the Spanish State. The 
Civil War ended on March 28, 1939, with 
Franco in control of the country. 
I am not trying to show off my know­ 
ledge. I looked this up in “An Encyclopedia 
Of World History,” compiled by Professor 
William L. Langer of Harvard, which Miss 
Muir could do as well if she took the pains. 
But I cannot see in all this why an Amer­ 
ican who was not a Communist or a Fas­ 
cist could get all steamed up over it.

Finishing off a separate room 
for a school boy or school girl can 
be a profitable project. 
You can find lots of authori­ 
ties (probably with no children 
of their own 
who will pontifi­ 
cate on the theme of how a pri­ 
vate room contributes to the de­ 
velopm ent 
of 
an 
adolescent's 
personality. But in plain words, 
th ere’s 
no 
denying 
that 
the 
youngster will like the idea and 
besides it can add value to your 
house. 
W hether this room involves con­ 
version of an attic, a breezeway, 
a garage, or a corner of a dry 
and airy basem ent, it should not 
be regarded as a tem porary 
ex­ 
pedient. You may think that with­ 
in too few years, junior or sister 
will finish school and soon fly the 
coop. However, good use can al­ 
ways be found for a well-planned 
and 
perm anently finished extra 
room. 
Of course, all construction work 
is relatively expensive nowadays, 
but it is easy to m ake a justifiable 
hom e im provem ent on a tim e pay­ 
m ent basis. Banks and savings as­ 
sociations readily advance funds 
for such projects, especially when 
the FHA insures their loan and 
you pay for the insurance. 
*

* 
IN OTHER CASES, w here there 
is 
an 
“ open-end” 
clause 
in 
a 
m ortgage, you can borrow 
back 
some of the money you 
already 
have paid off and either extend 
the life of the m ortgage without 
paying m ore each month, or 
in­ 
crease the rem aining paym ents. 
A wood paneled room is espe­ 
cially appropriate for a boy, as well 
as for future use as a den. This 
has an inform al and rustic tone and 
still it has dignity, too, because of 
its early A m erican background. 
You can get gorgeous effects 
with wood paneling w i t h o u t 
spending a fortune. One of its 
big advantages is the fact that 
you don’t have to redecorate if 
you stain the wood or wax it to 
keep its natural appearance. 
Some of the most beautiful pine 
paneling in historic houses never 
was finished in any m anner. It was 
m erely allowed to mellow with age 
and 
w hatever 
oil or g rease it 
picked up from the air. 
Or if you prefer, you can paint 
any kind of wood paneling in the 
W illiam sburg style. The only trou­ 
ble with painting it is th at it will 
call for a tough rem oval job 
if 
anyone ever wants to get down to 
the natural wood. 
* • • 
A GOOD T IP on staining tongue 
and groove decorative 
paneling, 
such a knotty pine, is to stain and 
seal the boards on both sides and 
all edges when you have them cut 
to size and before you nail them 
into place. It insures you against 
having unfinished cracks show up 
in the course of natural m ovem ent 
in the wall, such as from expan­ 
sion, contraction or settling. 
Another sound suggestion is to 
store you lum ber for a few days 
in the room where you plan to use 
it. The boards should be stacked 
with strips separating them to al­ 
low for com plete air circulation. 
This perm its the lum ber to ad­ 
just to the prevailing tem p era­ 
ture and hum idity of the room 
before it is nailed and rigid. Any 
scrap wood or short pieces 
of 
wood lath can be used for strips. 
These are good ideas 
w hether 
you 
are 
using 
Southern 
yellow 
pines, pecky cypress, o r any other 
kind of wood. And it also is wise 
to get acquainted with all of the 
various woods available at your lo­ 
cal lum ber yard. 
The W estern 
pines, 
alone, 
in­

R, M. Eyman Calls 
Columbus Meeting 
On State-Wide Basis 


Both city and county superinten­ 
dents of schools here — George 
Hartman and George McDowell— 
are planning to attend an import­ 
ant conference in Columbus Aug. 
30. 
A state-wide meeting of su­ 
perintendents has been called by 
R. M. Eyman, state director of 
education, for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing new school legislation. 
Both Hartman and McDowell ex­ 
pressed a keen desire to listen 
to the interpretation of newly 
passed laws. 
It has been customary for the 
state departm ent of education to 
set up such meetings at the close 
of legislative sessions. All school 
legislation enacted by the 101st 
General Assembly will be viewed 
in two sessions, 
with

starting at IO a. rn. next Tuesday 
in the State Office Building. 
One of the most important laws 
to be discussed will be the founda­ 
tion program and legislation pro­ 
viding for a state board of edu­ 
cation.

THE 
FOUNDATION 
program, 
which creates a new school sub­ 
sidy system in October of 1956, 
will be explained by 
Robert L. 
Rohe, director of the Division of 
School Finance. 
Known as Senate Bill 321, the 
program is based on the teacher- 
classroom unit rather than on the 
number of pupils. Also included in 
this bill are increases in teach­ 
ers’ minimum salaries. 
Robert L. 
Drury, 
the legal 
counsel* for the Ohio Education 
Association, will analyze House 
Bill 212, which provides for a 
23-member state board of edu­ 
cation. One member of the new 
board is to be elected from each 
congressional district in Ohio. 
During the afternoon session, se­ 
veral other bills passed by the leg­ 
islature will be discussed.
